Clover Bar—Crops are fine. There 
is plenty but not too much moisture. 
Wheat nearly three feet high and 
headed out. The recent storms did 
no damage, A heavy rain fell on 
Wednesday night, 

Duagh—Crops are fairly good, 
Wheat is headed out and oats are 
heading out. There is no damage and 
enough moisture has fallen. 

Horse Hills—Crops are preiiy good. 
Wheat headed out; on breaking from 
3% to 4 feet high and our summer 
fallow 3 fect. Lots of rain, with a 
little hail, but no damage, fell from 
recent storm. The oats are shorter 
than the wheat but are heading out.

Since then, he added, a great and 
very favorable change in the military 
situation has been produced by the 
allied offensive now in progress. ‘That 
fe naive,” he continued, “is only in 
ts beginning, and nt necessarily re- 
quires for its success a continual sup- 
ply of munitions of all kinds, rom 
the success achieved we have been 
able to gauge the paramount necess- 
ity of avoiding even the slightest risk 
of restriction of the use of munitions 
in the field, not merely in the weeks 
immediately before us, but until our 
cebjective is achieved. In the opinion 
of the commander in chief, there 
must be no slackening in the output, 
even for a moment. I therefore ap- 
peal to the patriotism of the workers 
and public generally, to again post- 
pone their holidays in order that the 
attack, so brilliantly began, can be 
carried through to a triumphant con- 
clusion."

TECHNICAL SCHOOL 
WORK IS FASCINATING 


Exhibit in| Manufacturers’ Building 
One of Most Interesting—Work- 
manship Excellent 


While the technical school exhibts 
at the fair this year in the manufac- 
turers’ building does not exceed that 
of last year numerically, there is 
shown a higher standard of work, nor 
does it rest at that. Popular interest, 
too, is much more marked than at last 

‘year’s exhibition, No one would 
dream of passing unnoticed that space 
in the manufacturers’ building allotted 
to the technical school exhibition. The 
efforts of the pupils are very practi- 
cally displayed in the exhibition of 
many pieces of woodwork. There is 
;& massive buffet wrought of quartered 
ouk; a desk of the same hard wood 
and sets of Indian clubs—-examples of 
turned work—arrest the eye. These 
j are samples of the pupils work indi- 
vidually, Nearby is shown a class 
project—-a complete bedroom suite in 
the daintiest shades, The enamelling 
is particularly well done, while the 
only ornamentation, a pretty design 
in blue, does not detract from the dis- 
tinctive effect of the tout ensemble. 
The woodwork is done by the men, the 


upholstering and the curtains are 
made by the wémen. 

Strikingly interesting is the ma- 
chine shop department. A handsome 
grate, fire irons ponderous jacks, 
screws, tool grinders,  parts—rough 
and ftinishedy—show all stages and 
many samples of manufacturing, 


Some of the larger samples owing to 
their size and weight were not brought 
out, 

In effective contrast a section of the 
booth is devoted to the exhibits of wo- 
men's handiwork, Here are shown 
leaves from the scrapbook of feminine 
works, Charts for patterns, crochet, 
varied in design, plain sewing, sten- 
ciling, hand wrought flowers among 
other things, 

The arts und crafts exhibits show 
some excellent specimens of copper 
etching, copper hammering and cop- 
per coloring. Silhouettes and minia- 
tures are cleverly effected, 

Printing, plain and colored, me- 
chanical drawing, all receive due at- 
tention in the vurricluium of the 
technical school as evinced by the ex- 
hibits,

EXHIBIT OF SCHOOL 
WORK IS FINE ONE 


To See This Display Gives One a 
Revelation of Pupils’ 
Skill 


If one sought a general expression 
of opinion concerning the exhibits of 
outstanding interest—not one but 
many, would give the school entries 
a place of honor, 

With thirty schools exhibiting the 
work of ten industrious months—they 
having paid special attention to those 
branches of work newly added to the 
curriculum—the tableau was indeed 
a striking one, ‘ 

Time was when the man grown up, 
whose intention it was not to take up 
a profession, had to fit himself by 
additional training, physical or men- 
tal, for the chosen calling, Time is 
when that matter may be very satis- 
factorily decided during sehooldays. 
The same holds good for girls. 

First of all—but then each feature 
of the exhibition vies with the other 
for special interest, so that there is 
no first or second plac ereally. 

The young children from Hastwood 
school show what fine work can be 
done in paper weaving. 

There is a remarkable exhibit in 
art by pupils of the senior grade 
shown by the Oliver school. In the 
Plasticene sketches some wonderful 
effects in relief work shown by the 
pupils of the Separate school give 
them the lead in this exhibition, They 
are particularly strong, too, in raffia 
Weaving, art, needlework, and colored 
botanical sketches. 

Of foremost rank in point of inter- 
est is the exhibit in clay modelling by 
little Fedelia Sutherland, a pupil of 
Delton school, 

The tribute of curiosity is paid to 
the perfectly modelled birds and the 
exquisitely woven nest containing 
three or four eggs, by every passer-by. 

All the schools have contributed 
most creditably in the way of crayon 
work, pen and ink drawings, displays 
of cardboard work. 

Samples of the knitting done in a 
number of the public schools of the 
city—in the contest begun by the St. 
John Ambulance Association, occu- 
py a conspicuous place. The laurels 
went to the pupils of Queen Alexan- 


dra _ school, 
The exhibit of one thousand Red 
Cross handkerchiefs—the work of 


five public schools—afterwards to be 
sent to the military hospitals at the 
front, attract much attention. 

Many and practical are the works 
of the manual training in schools, 
Desks and tables, the hat stand and 
mirror—-pieces wrought of quartered 
eak—which are the communal work 
of the class—are interesting exhibits. 
There are other pieces which the boys 
made for themselves—-which are a 
clever display of workmanship, Con- 
spicuous amons; these exhibits are the 
bird houses. During the year the 
students have made one hundred of 
these for their little winged friends. 
In each instance the peculiarities of 
the feathered occupants had to be 
comsidered, thus changing the ap- 
pointments. Only a few of these are 
shown as nearly all of the boys have 
them in use. However, it is the in- 
tention of the schools to have an ex- 
hibition of these in the winter when 
they are vacated. One man described

ALBERTA MOTOR BOAT CO, 


Boats For Pleasure and Commerce 

Considered from the point of view 
of a manufacturer's exhibit, nothing 
could be more striking than the 
specimen of craftmanship shown by 
the Alberta Motor Boat Co.,, whose 
workshops are situated on the river 
bank at Edmonton, at the north end 
of the low level bridge. Their parti- 
cular feature is a boat built expressly 
for the exhibition, and which occupies 
the whole stand, This craft is 22 feet 
in length by 6 feet 6 inches in beam, 
and was designed and bullt as a high- 
speed family boat. It will carry 12 
people comfortably, and can be en- 
gined to travel from 4 to 36 miles per 
hour. Its use is more particularly for 
lakes, and the type is that known as 
a “wave collector,” that is, that it has 
practically little or no draught. At 
all speeds it travels on an even keel, 
and when moving at top speed is prac- 
tically on top of the water, only the 
propeller and rudder being sub- 
merged. 

The hull of this boat is of oak and 
cedar, with mahogany finish and 
nickle-plate fittings. It has leather 
upholstered spring cushions, and. is 
as commodious and comfortable ao 
the most up-to-date automobjle. With 
regard to power, it can be fitted with 
4-cylinder, 4-cycle, gasoline engines, 
with electric starter, producing a 
speed of 16 miles per hour, and the 
whole sold for $1,100, . It drives like 
a car and can be controlled by any 
lady, 

The boat is exhibited with the 
specific object of demonstrating what 
can be produced in this class of manu- 
facture in Edmonton, and that no bet- 
ter boat can be obtained anywhere in 
the United States or Canada than those 
built, right here in the city. The Al- 
berta Motor Boat Co, are open to 
build anything from a row-boat to an 
ocean-going yacht. To give some idea 
of what they have accomplished in 
this line, and the excellent service 
their craft have given, it can be stated 
that their boats are to be found in use 
throughout the North-West Territories 
right up to the Arctic Circle, where 
one was shipped. to Herschel Island. 
Stephensson, the explorer, in his 
Arctic expedition, used a boat origin- 
ally built by this firm, From the 
Arctic to the Pacific is their range, as 
the Alberta Motor Boat Co.'s craft can 
also be seen in use on the Pacific coast. 
How promptly and efficiently they 
work can be best illustrated by a lit- 
tle story. Colin’ Fraser, the well- 
known trader and trapper, on the 1st 
April gave this firm an order for a 
power boat to be completed by the 
15th of the same month, The boat, 
40 feet long by 10 feet beam, was 
ready and running within three weeks, 
There were several features in this 
boat, as, for instance, the propeller 
had to be built to run in a tunnel, 
owing to be required for shallow riv- 
er work, ‘'he boat was delivered to 
Athabasca Landing, where she was 
loaded with five tons of freight and 
driven by Colin Fraser to Lake Atha- 
basca, thence to Fond du Lac, through 
all the rapids and shallows, where he 
reports having arrived without a 
scratch, Then the journey was con- 
tinued to Vermilion Chutes and the 
return made with 10 tons of flour, The 
cost of this boat was in the neighbor- 
hood of $1,600, 

To give one or two other examples 
which will be familiar locally. J. 
MeNeill, of the Twin City Transfer, 
has a 35 h.p. boat made by this same 
firm running at Cooking Lake, and 
Mr. Crafts, of Crafts, Lee & Gallinger, 
has another also running at the lake, 
To carry out the specifications of this 
order the Alberta Motor Boat Co, had 
to specially import teak wood from

SIX GREAPARMIES OF RUSSIA 
ENGAGED AGAINST TEUTONIC 
FORCES UPON EASTERN FRONT 


Marvellous Reformation in Work\of Czar’s Armed Millions is Wonder 
of All Military Experts—Artillery Pounding Away in Pinsk 
Marshes While pig fiddle New Offensive 


In the west the renewed effort of 
the German Cyewn Prince, north of 
Verdun, temporarily are taking pres 
cartie in the public mind over the 
battle of the Somme. The-attack Just 
delivered by the eGrmans before Ver- 
dun is the seventh great onslaught 
with dense masses of troops since the 
operation began some five months ar: . 
The Germans have made slight gains, 
but apparently this has not lessened 
the confidence of the French in their 
ability to hold fast. They still have 
three solid lines of defense which must 
be penetrated before the German ob- 
jective can be gained, 

The British are st{ll engaged in 
clearing the Germans from fortificd 
positions, which must be taken befora 
the offensive can be resumed, 


London, July 18—The recovery of 
the Russian armies since their defeats 
of last year, and the apparently Inex- 
haustible supply of guns and ammunt- 
tion with which they are provided, 
continues to be a source of wonder to 
military writers, At least six great 
armies are engaged against the Aus 
trians and Germans on Russia's wes- 
tern front, All of them are using great 
quantities of ammunition, even those 
not definitely on the offensive, 

Against the Turks, 

The forces under Grand Duke Nic- 
bolas in Armenia and Persia have been 
fighting virotously against the Turks 
for months. A few weeks ago parts of 
these forces, particularly those west of 
Erzerum, were compelled to fall back 
in the face of a stronger Turkish army. 
Early this week the Grand Duke re- 
sumed the offensive in this region and 
recaptured Mamakhatum, fifty miles 
west of Erzerum, so that the Turks 
have fallen back some 25 miles from 
\the furthest point reached in their 
joounter offensive. 

Fighting On Stokhod. 

Meanwhile the armies directly south 
of the Pinsk marshes are fighting a 
pitched battle with the Austro-German 
forces-of Gen. von Lingsengen alony 
the line of the Stokhod river, Tt pro- 
bably will be some days before the de-] 
cision is reached as the Teutons have | 
brought up very strong reinforcements 
in the hope of rataining Kovel, loss +f 
which necessitated a re-crouping ovec 
n long stretch of the front.
